"Mr. Rankin is a oonntry K^'ntleman, a 
m:in of science and has distui Knished 
himself by his interest in frii-iully so- 
cieties and old ape peiisif))i.« and wa* 
one of Mr. Joseph Chamberlain's in- 
formal committee on the latter rabjeot. 

Lord BalMbory, the prime minister, 
addressing the annnal conference said, 
amonpr other tilings:

I 
will take the pjipois contiiiniii;,' them 
and see myself that every article is put 
into force. Tliis is my earnest deter- 
mination, and I jrive you tny \\nri\ >,{ 
honor.

Jjord Sil'sbuiy then yiroceeded to 
extol Hustem Pasha, who he feared 
v;oulil not ri'cover fri.in 1 1 ; I'li'^-ent ill- 
ness. The prime minister spoke esjjp- 
cialiv of the f"rm"v administnition of 
Rus'em P.isha at Li hanon. and said 
that h'^ was convinced t!i:'.t if men like 
hhn !i;'.d Ih- "ii placcil in t !iar:.'e of the 
districts where all tln -c liorrors have 
occuiTPd the conscienccof Enro))e would 
never liave been rack(Ml by all these 
talcs of HutTeringnnd teiwr. If there 
had been men round the sultan l;l:e 
RaBt«m Pa.sha presont roi ditions would 
notCxiKt. The pres<-nt icoblem could 
not be solved by the external action of 
the ndviHliig powers. This, Lord S .lis- 
bury pronounciHl a clumsy df^viee at 
best. Continuing, he said, the iwoblein 
should have hpxm solved by the natural 
operation of the working coouciUors of 
an enlightened mouarohy, acting 
through elBoient and competent instru

Lord Salisbury added! "I do not sec 
who the men are who aie 16 Btiuul as 
representativea of the Rnstem Pasha 
type of officials at the Sublime porte.

.^Vlt \( i si',, Nov 2rt — A deliberate at- 
temjit was successfully made at a point 
one mile west of Rome, at 4 a. m., yes- 
terday, to wreck train No. 6 on the New 
York Central railroad, the engine and 
all of the cars on the train being ditched 
and completel}' wrecked. The engineer 
of the train. Nathan Ha^er of Albany 
and two trainjis were killed. Tlie fire- 
man, Chris. Wagner of Albany, and 
Mail Clerks Porter and M. J. McCarthy 
were injured. 

This is the second attempt within 
three weeks to wreck tlie same train 
near the same spot, which is an ideal 
one for the comnussion of such a crime. 
It was on a hea>-y down grade, and 
trains usually run down it at the rate of 
86 miles an hour. This train, not stop- 
pitig iit Rome, generally goes dow^n the 
grade at a greater rate of speed, and it 
is believed here that today it must have 
been running close to 75 miles an hour, 
in order to make up a few minutes lost 
time. There is not a house within half 
a mile of the place. The wreckers broke 
into the section toolhouse and itcde 
some tools, with which they removed 
the fishplates which fasten the roUl to 
the ties and pulled out the spikes. 

The train left this city at 8:80 o'clock. 
It consisted of foar mailcars and three 
sleepers. There were 11 postal clerks 
and 14 passengers aboora. beiides the 
members of the crew. When the craoh 
came, the engine waa thrown from the 
track into the ditdh and completely sub- 
merged in the mire, onlr the driving 
wheui on the left lide beug above the 
earth. The forward miiloor was thrown 
two car lengths ahead of the engine, 
and rolled down the bonkt and lay 
lengthwise toward the rails. 

The second car, in which the mail 
clerks were working, was thrown on the 
tender of the eugiue and badly demol- 
ishetl. The third and fourth cars were 
nlso ditched, the ends of each being 
broken. The first one of the sleepers 
was thrown from the rails, completely 
ndlin^' over, so that tho trucks were a 
distance from the rails. The second car 
was simply turned ou its side, while tho 
rear sleeper did not leave the Ineki at 

all.

Last week the Manufacturers' Record 
pointed out the necessity of more bust 
ling on the part of many Southern towns, 
more independence, more self-reliance, 
and lets of the spirit of dependence and waU- 
ing on others to come in and help build up the 
pkue. It may be aooepted as a rule, from 
which there are few exceptions, that 

every prosperous nn'l prnyre.vlre town in th/> 
i^oulh ou)e$H» lucoett mait^y to it» own people. 
They alerted the work of rebnUdiag, and 
their energy and enterprise became con- 
tagiouq^. Outside butineit mm and capiial- 
istt rarely ttrit a flae$ it M e k it mot doing 
Home lively hmtUng on iU oxim account. 
Charlotte, N. C, is almost as good an 
ilhntration of this as Atlanta. Some 
years ago, when Charlotte was simply a 
fjood country town, its people took hold 
of manufacturing. They wanted cotton 
mills, bat they didn't wait year after 
year for some one to come and build 
them, nor did they waste time in repin- 
ing over inability to build big mills. 
They organised oompanies, raised what 
money they could and built the best 
mills they could under the circum- 
stanoea. Other towns with Just as many 
advantages as Charlotte made up their 
minds that they wanted a big mill or 
none, or they wanted outside people to 
come in ami build the mill, hoping the 
town would reap all the benefits without 
doing anything to help itself. True, 
some of them having a large amount of 
land without mtich value were willing 
to give a few acres as a site, knowing 
that they would reap a hundred-fold 
profit by the advance In values should 
they fortunately cati.h a mill by this 
small bait. We have in mind one town 
which illustrates hundreds. This town 
has every possible a<lvauta.i:('lfor a cot- 
ton mill. Its people seem more anxious 
for a mill than for anything else in the 
world, and yet they have frittered away 
six years talking about a mill without 
being mf nearer to a realisation than at 
the start. First they made up their 
mind that they would have nothing less 
than a great big mill by some wealthy 
northern concern; then they set their 
hearts on a $200,000 mill— It must be 
that or nothing— a little mill of 9100,000 
was beneath their dignity. 

They secured subserlptions of about 
?100,000, about equally divided between 
local and 2sew England people ; but no, 
it must be a 1200,000 mill. Every few 
months they take a fresh start and— do 
nothing. Had they taken the $50,000 of 
local money, or the $100^000 of loeal and 
outnido money, and/bnilt amillsix years 
ago, tliey would have given the town a 
start, infused new life into it, and in all 
probability would, as a result, have sev- 
eral mills now in operation. They de- 
spised the day of small things, and the 
town is just about as dead as it was six 
years ago. All over the South can be 
found similar cases. This is but one 
illustration, where hundreds could be 
found. An illustratfon of the opposite 
side is seen in Charlotte. If it could not 
build a large mill, it built a small one. 
If it could not gel ontoide capital, it did 
the best it could with local. What is 
the result? The Textile Excelsior, of 
that city, in its last issue, briefly sums 
up the manufacturing interests of the 
place, and these factories are the results 
of Charlotte's way of doing things. 

[The list shows forty-five factories in 
various lines of business, the number in* 
eluding ab(uit twelve cotton mills.] 

Hundreds of other towns might have 
been able to show similar progress if 
they had j)ut forth the same ener'jry .md 
hustle. Of how many towns will it be 
possible during the next five years to 
say that they have learned a lesson and 
that they are vigorou.-^ly imitating Char- 
lotto ? Those that intend to grow must hus- 
tle ; the others will be at dead kn year$ Kence 
cm they are to-day. 

The poiiulation of Charlotte January 
J , 1888, was 8,500. On November 1, 1895, 
the population had increased to90,000.
